board in their report to the Sec- 
retary of the Navy and by him referred 
to the House Committee on Naval Affairs

of Iilinois), to be approved by the Secretary ; 
two steel cruisers or gun-boats of the most 
apvroved type, of 800 to 1,200 tons displace- 
ment, to cost in the gregate, exclusive of 
armament, not more than $700,000 and one 
ram for harbor defense of the general tyve 
approved by the Naval Advisory Board, No- 
vember 7, 1888, of the highest practicable 
speed. Each bureau is to prepare the plans 
pertaining to it, and the chiefs are to meet as 
often as necessary for the purpose of consid.- 
ering and settiing upon the general character- 
istics of the vessels.

Naval Cadet Vacancies. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 19.—The Secre- 
tary of the Navy sent out yesterday the usual 
notices to members of Congress, who have 
vacancies at the Naval Academy, to make 


their nominations of candidates who will be 
permitted to report on the 15th of May for 
examination: There are now forty-seven va- 
cancies, and forty-one more will occur early 
in May on account of that number of cadets 
completing the six-year course. Only one 
cadet is allowed to each Congressional district 
and its representative has the selection of the 
candidate. Neither the President nor Secre- 
tary of the Navy nor the Senators have any- 
thing to sayin this matter, and, therefore, 
applications to them are useless. Theré are 
no vacancies at large for the President to fill, 
and none will ocour until 1890 and then only 
one, unless some casualty interferes.

WASHINGTON, D. O., March 19.—The Vice- 
President announced the appointment of the 
foNowing select committee on the April Cen- 
tennial celebration in New York: Senators 
— Sherman, Hoar, Voorhees and

Mr. Sherman called up the proposed amend- 
ment of the rule requiring resolutions that 
cali for information trom executive depart- 
ments, to be referred tothe appropriate com- 
mittee.

The Fight on the Government’s Navy Esti- 
mates—Liberals Have Little Faith in 
Churechill’s Brave Words — Engiand’s

Lonbox, March 19.-—I called on Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill yesterday in bis pretty house 
in Connaught place, overlooking Hyde Park, 
to learn his views on the Government’s naval 
policy. I found him in a most military mood, 
determined to smite his old colleagues and 
spare not. But he will confine his criticisms 
to Parliament. He says the present position 
of things is fatal to all ministerial 
responsibility. For three years the Ministers 
have been decilering the navy adequate and 
last year they actually reduced the estimate. 
Now, he says, the same Ministers come for- 
ward, saying the navy is dangerously weak. 
his shows that they have no fixed standard 
for the requisite naval strength of the Em- 
pire. He would make the Ministers of War 
and navy professional men, with permanent 
seats in the Cabinet, but only summoned to 
Cabinet Councils for military or naval busi- 
ness. In this way, he thinks, will the respon- 
sibility be brought home. He further be- 
lieves England’s big iron clads are 
incapable of fighting, and the con- 
struction of new ships is, therefore, 
indispensable. He would spend more and 
quicker than the Ministers propose, but only 
after reforming the admiralty and appointing 
an impartial commission of experts to fix the 
He 
thinks an increased expenditure will be pop- 
ular in the country, but stigmatizes the Gov- 
ernment’s bribing of working class constit- 
wuencies atthe bye-elections by promises of 
the expenditure as a most unprincipied at- 
temptto corrupt the democracy. In spite of 
Churchill’s brave words the Liberals distrust 
his sticking to his guns, and if the Govern. 
ment should in reality be in a tight place they 
think he would back down. He denies this, 
but says his position is very dificult in any 
case. Heis determined, therefore, to persist 
whatever be the consequences.

In one or two places the 
petition gives a glimpse of this idea, but itis 
only a glimpse. + If shares have been paid for 
to the corporation, to the extent of their par 
value in money or in money’s worth, the 
bolders of them cannot be made to pay any- 
thing further on them, although 
they may have bought them at 
much iess than their par value, 
oracguired them for nothing at ali. It may 
be, continues Judge Thompeon, that whet the 
pleader is trying to get at is that the unknown 
enareholders whom he seeks to discover and 
bring in are the holders of shares which have 
never been fully paid up to the corporation or 
to its creditors, in other words of assessabie 
shares. But this should have been stated in 
direct and explicit terms. In conclusion he 
affirms the judgment and all the judges con- 
cur.

MANDAMISING A JUDGE. 


A Contest in the Circuit Court of Dunklin 
County—Court Notes. 


Robert G. Sanders of Dunklin County filed a 
petition in the Courtof Appeals, asking for

If Phiip H. Welch had not been an anon- 
ymous contributor to Life, as he was to the 
numerous other dally and weekly magazines 
and newspapers by which his humorous fan- 
cles were distributed throughout the length 
and breadth of the land, not only every reader 
of this paper, but the entire reading com- 
munity of the United States would have feilt a 


sense of personal loss upon the announce- 
ment of his untimely death. His name is not 
entirely unknown to our readers either, for 
many of his longer articles were signed; but 
the great bulk of his work was of such a 
nature that it was impossible to identify the 
writer with it. Some idea of what this work 
was may be gathered from the circumstance 
that, almost since Life's initial number, a very 
large proportion of the bright conversations, 
witty thoughts and brilliant paragraphs ap- 
Ts in these pages from week to week 
ave been from his tireless pen. 

Aside from his writings for Life, Mr. Weilch’s 
other literary work was enormous. For sev- 
eral years he has been a regular contributor 
to almost ascore of publications, including 
such representative journals as The Times, The 
Sun, Puck, Judge, The Epochand Teras Siftings. 
From these original sources Mr. Welch’s 
humor spread from newspaper to magazine, 
and from magazine to newspaper, literally 
from the Atlantic tothe Pacific and from the 
Gulf to the Great Lakes. Ia the last four or 
five years he probably publi-* 1 alone more 
purely humorous ‘‘matter’’ un all the rest 
of the humorists of the United States together. 
The fecundity of his pen in this particular di- 
rection is unparalleled in the history of jour- 
nalism or literature. 

But there is another and deeply pathetic rea- 
son why 4 — H. Welch's career is ot inter- 
est—and pecullarly sad interest—to the tens 
of thousands whose laughter he had evoked. 
During all these years that hie wit has been 
banishing the shadows of others he himself 
has been engaged in a hand-to-hand struggle 
with one of the most terrible forms of death. 
Cancer in the tongue and throat has been 
slowly eating its dreadful 1 to a vital spot. 
One agonizing operation has followed another 
in the hope of arresting thefatal progress of 
the malady, and all without avail. 

And Mr. Welch never once gave way under 
the strain. His heroism and fortitude were 
unbounded. From the different hospitals 
where he vainly searched for relief, from his 
sick bed at home, from other cities, whither 
be journeyed to obtain the aid of eminent 
physicians in his hopeless struggle for life, he 
turued out his — of work as regularly as 
when he sat at his desk in the office of the 
Sun. More than once indeed, the faint odor 
of an antesthe tie upon his manuscript, reach- 
ing this desk from a hospital the day after an 
operation, was pitifulbevidence of the desper- 
ate conditions under which he labored, yet 
— 0 did he write or utter one word of com- 
plaint. 

It was in Mr. Welch’s last days, however 
that his heroism was best manifested. Until 
within a few months, he had ventured to hape 
against 2 that medical science might prove 
** to the desperate emergency his con- 
dition presented; but early last summer he 
began to realize fully that he was past human 
aid. And now ensued a new and more piteous 
phase of the e with death. © en- 
croachments of his disease were daily more 
agonizing, and but for the exertion of an ex- 
traordinary power of will, he copid not have 
endured the awful ordeal. 

And gladly would he baye laid down the 
burden of hive, Were it not for One reason: Mr. 
Welch was not a rich man; he depended upon 
his labor for hisown and his family’s daily 
bread. At his death his loved ones might be 
left in comparative poverty save for what he 
would be able to pat by for them before he 
succumbed.

Tears and applause for her art aud flowers 
and tributes for her liberality were the re- 
wards of Clara Morris at the Olympic Sunday 


evening. 

An excellent audience composed largely of 
Irish-Americans and Irish sympathizers, who 
attended for the double purpose of enjoying 
the work of the emotional artist and helping 
the cause which Mr. Parnell represents,

The enthusiasm was unrestrained, and even 
burst out in ripples of applause at interesting 
situations, when silence would have been 
more welcome; but it was the spontancous 
tribute of Miss Morris’ hearers to the perfec- 
tion of her art and the soul-stirring trenchance 
of her emotional powers. 

The play was The New Magdalen, in 
which ample scope is given for the wide range 
of Miss Mortis’ abilities in her own pecudiar 
line of work.

Itis the exquisite naturalness, what 
may be called the apparently spontaneous 
play of emotions in her face, actions and 
voice which is the finest attainment of her 
art. The changes of mood and the nat 
ural expression incident to them are reflected

acting is like an inspiration. The nervous 
tremors, hysterical, restiess activity, im- 
movable repose, outbursts and silences, all 
the arts and impulses which women exhibit in 
concealing or revealing the innermost secrets 
of their bearts are at her command.

In her 
the strugglig outcast, the deceiving woman, 
the scorned and defiant adventuress and the 
heart broken nitent facing disgrace and 
atheticaily telling her story of wrongs Mise 
orris drew the character with masterful 
skill. 

The company is one of the best thatshe has 
had. There was an ideal perfection of clerical 
toliette, sleekness and plumpness about the 
Julian Gray of Mr. de Belleville which gave 
the element of surprise somewhat to his 
manly heroism, but whiie there was not much 
depth of feeling nor sympathy with the part 
noticeable in the actor, yet it was treated 
with ease, strength and intelligence. 

An excelient piece of work in entire keep- 
ing with the character, though with much 
positive force, must be credited to Miss Mit- 
tens Willett as Grace Roseberry. Mr. Walter 
Kelley’s Horace Holmoraft was forceful. Mrs. 
Octavia Allen was admuirabie as Lady Janet 
and the cast generally was satislactory. 


The story of Ulysses and Penelope, adapted 
tothe modern burlesque, is told pictorially, 
farcically and with such garnishment of danc- 
ing, capering, singing, costuming and lack of 
costuming which distinguish the flourishing 
branch of the drama at the Grand.

The most important 
outlet to the Pacific coast at or near 
fan Francisco. Every man charged 
with the mapagement of the company 
for years back has recognized the necessity of 
such a road and tried to secure it. The divis- 
ion of the great railway across the Western 
half ot the Continent into two organizations 
was a mistake and has given rise to much 
strife and trouble. While great pains have 
been taken to keep the matter quiet, there has 
peen an irrepressible conflict goon between 
the Union and Central Pacific Companies for 
along time. -As long asthe former began at 
the Missouri River and ran to Ogden and the 
latter from Ogden to San Francisco and each 
was dependent upon the other for an outlet 
and interchange of traffic, there was no 
trouble. But when other companies began to 
reach out from the East and build to a connec- 
_tion with the Central Pacific the managers of 
the latter erew autocratic, and from that time 
on theré has been music intheair. As the 
railway map now stands, the Central Pacific 
has five outlets to the East by through inde- 
pendent lines. These are the Southern Pa- 
cific, Atchison, Topeka 4 Santa Fe, 
Atiantic & Pacifico, Denver & Rio Grande 


(Burlington) and the Union Pacific. This not 
only makes the Central Pacific independent, 
but gives it a rich traffic. The Union Pacific 
on the other hand, is at the mercy of 
the Central as it has no other Western con- 
nection to San Francisco, iprocal con- 
tracts on freightand passenger business are 
still nominally in force, but nothing like a fair 
division of business is made. It was a 
knowledge of the dangers that threatened 
them in this direction that induced Presi- 
dent Dillon and General Manager Clark, 
when atthe head of the Union Pacific some 
years ago, to force the building on the Oregon 
Short Line from Granger, on the Union 
Pacific’s main line to Wyoming, to Portland. 
As subsequent events proved, the construc- 
tioh was un ken 
NONE TOO 800%. 

Ifthe work had been delayed a few years, 
the Territory would bave been so hemmed in 
that an entrance into Portland would 
have been impossible. This short line is 
a safeguard that prevents the very life being 
crusned out ef the Union Pacific by envious 
rivais by giving it an outlet to the coast. But 
what the Union Pacifie wants and must have 
in order to retain thro business is a 
— — direct route to San Francisco. A 
number of surveys have been made for such a 
road and all seem feasible. One is from 
Tintic on the Utah Central, just south of Salt 
Lake City. This route runs almost 
straight across Nevada on the soutbern edge 
of the Great American Desert and then off to 
the southwest, crossing the Sierra Nevada 
range well tothe south of the Central. The 
country is rough but the line would reduce 
the distance between Omaha and San Fran- 
cisco by 300 miles. Another route much fa- 
vored is from Frisco, the station terminus of 
the Utah Central about 220 miles south 
of Tintic, and in a bee line East from San Fran- 
cisco. The chief objection to this line les the 
long run soutaw trom Ogden. A third 
fZoute starts at Gunnison on the Denver & 
South Park division of the Union Pacific, and 
runs directly West via Frisco. This line 
crosses a good country and would be a favor- 
ite, but for the factthat it would necessitate 
the duplication of 500 miles of track, and the 
company is not in shape todo any unneces- 
sary construction. 

In addition to these asufvey has been made 
from Pocatello, on the Oregon Short Line, 
southwesterly through Idaho, Nevada and 
California. An amended certificate of incor- 
poration has been filed in Wyoming autbor- 
izing the company to build a road over the 
route named and also one from McCammo- 
cean, south through Utah, Nevada, Arizona 
and California and from a point to de 
hereafter named in Idaho or Wyoming 
in a 8 easterly or northeasterly 
direction. The meaning ofall this, in vuigar 
parlance, is that the company Is putting 

sha to leave the Governméht 
ding the bag,’’ after the fashion of South- 
erp snipe hunters. 
THE HUGE DEBT. 

For years past provisions have been —— 
against the time when the Government shal 
demand a settiement of the huge debt for 
which it stood sponsor. As security the Gov- 
ernment holds a second mortgage on the main 
line from Omaha to Ogden, and on the Kansas 
branch west to thethirty-fifth mile post. The 
earnings of these road e from the 23 
per cent of the gross covered into 
the sink fund—have been used in the 
building of a network of connecting lines 
instead of in the gradual extinction of the 
debt.

Cisco were guryeyed with the object, in event 
of the coup d’etat mentioned, of making the 
main line of the sew road start from Kansas 
City and run via Denver. Since then a road 
has been constructed from the Kansas system 
northward, lapping the main line at Val- 
ley, and with the feeders already in oper- 
ation north of the main line a connection 
with the Oregon Short Line can be established. 
All this has been done to guard the company

THE COPPER SYNDICATE. 


Effect Of the Collapse On the American 
Markets. 


By Telegravh to the Post-DIsPaTcnH. 
PSILADELPHIA, Pa., Maren 19.—The an- 
nouncement dy cable that the French syndi- 
cate, the Societe des Metaux, has failed, and 
the Comptoir d’Escompte, the bank whfoh 
has been backing the copper syndicate, had 
been placed in the hands of receivers, was 
earnestly discussed by metal- workers and 
brokers. Clark Merchant of Merchant & Co., 
dealers in copper, spoke emphatically, as he 
said: For my part, I am glad the crisis has 
been reached. The methods of the 
syndicate and its backers are outra- 
geous. They are not the only ones to blame 
either, for the leading mining companies 


in the country have been in perfect barmony 
with their foreign allies. In the fal) of 1887, 
when trade was in a normal condition, the 
price of copper ingots was 10@15 cents per 
pound. Under the influence of the combina- 
tion the average price for the past year has 
been 16% cents per pound. This has utterly 
demoralized trade, and since the failure of the 
syndicate has been impending, all dealers 
have been living in a hand-to-mouth manner. 
being afraid to stock up. The result is that aside 
from the metaiin the hands of the syndicate 
and the agents stocks are ve light and the 
biow falis upon those whose deserve punish - 
ment. Inthis coun the losses fall upon 
rich houses, chiefly in Boston, which can 
afford to bear them. : 

In London copper ingots sold at 9 cents 
per pound to-day, which is equivilant to 
about 12 cents here. This is a drop of 8 cents 
in London since Friday and of 4 cents in 
America.

JEFFERSON Crrr, Mo., March 19.—The Sen- 
ate is now closing up the calendar with un- 
usual celerity. Yesterday it did more work 
than on any other previous day of the session; 
to-day it is but keeping pace with yesterday's 
record, Its committees are doing a like serv- 
ice. At this time they have nearly com- 
pleted the revision of the first volume, so far 
as committee work is concerned. 

The Senate Committee on Miscellaneous 
Laws has revised the dramshop code and re- 
ported it to the Senate for favorable consider- 
ation. They made the present law 
the basis ot their substitute 
and added to it many valuable police 
regulations. No change is made in the amount 
of the license tax. Recognizing the principle 
of local self-government the committee leave 
it to the proper authorities of the community 
immediately affected to determine the amount 
oftax that shall be levied upon dramshop 
licenses. The committee bill requires a much 
more stringent bond than the present law. 
The sureties must be freeholders and, to- 
gether with the principal, are liable for all 
damages, actual and exemplary, and all fines, 
forfeitures and penalties adjudged for any 
violation of the law. The prin- 
cipal and his sureties are liable in damages, 
actual and exemplary, for the sale of liquor to 
any minor or person who is intoxicated or 
addicted to habiqmal drunkenness; or to any 
person whose husband, wife, child or guard- 
lan has notified the licensee not to furnish 
him or her with liquor, and to any person who 
has deen injured in person, property or 
means of support by reason of the licensee 
having sold or furnished him or her intoxi- 
cating liquors. The penalties tor any viola- 
tion of the law are severe. In all cities hav- 
ing aboard of police commissioners their 


official certificate that the applicant for license 
isaman of good habits and possesses the 
qualifications required by the law must be 
indorsed on his petition for license.

The Mishap to the Heavy British Ironclad, 
Sultan. 


NEw Tonk, March 19.—The running ashore 
in the Mediterranean Sea of the heavy British 
ironclad Sultan has been kept as quiet as pos- 
sible by the British Admiralty, for the loss of 
one of the finest war vessels in the British 
navy, and that, too, in a sea 80 well tracked 
as the Mediterranean, is supposed to refiect 
seriously on the British service. Private 
information received yesterday shows that 


there are now some hopes evinced in official 
circles for the recovery of the Sultan, and to 
accomplish this a fleet ot seven war vessels 
has been dispatched to the scene of the disas- 
ter, all under the command of the Duke of 
Edinburgh. The iron-clad Sultan is a vessel 
of 9,29) tons displacement and carries a bat- 
tery of nineteen guns. She was attached to the 
Mediterranean squadron, under command of 
Capt. Ernest Rice, and carried a crew all told 
of 472 men. She was last commissioned on 
April 20, 1882, and since that time has been 
actively employed on duty up the Mediterra- 
nean, participating in the bombardment of 
Alexandria. She last left England on the léth 
of June, 1888, under the command of Capt. 
Rice. While making a passage some time ago 
between Malta and Gibraltar, she ran aground 
at Comino, one of the Maltese Islands, mid- 
way between Malta and Gizo. A heavy sea 
being on at the time it was then thought 
it was all over with the nelag, 
but she managed to hold together til the 
dea went down sufficiently to enable all hands 
to leave her. Her great structural strength 
seemed to defy the fury of the seas, for 
though aground for more than ten days she 
still holds together. The Admiralty have 
now determined to work her off, ifsucha 
thing is possible, and save to the British 
navy one of their finest ironciads. The Duke 
of Edinburgh has consequentiy put every 
man in the rescuing fleet on his mettie, and, 
from the advices received there is expressed a 
strong hopethat the Sultan will soon again 
be aficat 5

Was Foiled—How Paine Was Outgener- 
aled.

many acquaintances, and know that a party is 

being organized which will number over 2,000, 

and which will move on Oklahoma as soon as 

the roads and grass are in good condition. It 

is recognized as a fact that the Territory must 

be opened during the present year, and that 

there will be a great rush as soon as the order 
is issued. 

PREPARING FOR AN INVASION. 

„Those who have long had their eyes on the 
Oklahoma lands are determined not to be cut 
out by a flood of newcomers, and intend, if it 
possibly can be done, to obtain a foothold de- 
fore the rush setein. This, and this alone, is 
the reason tbat the Oklahoma invasion will 
set in during this spring. What is being done 
now in the way of attempts to enter 
the territory are mere sporadic efforts without 


organization, but the expedition now organiz- 
ing at Ft. Smith is of avery different char- 
acter. I myself was a member of the Paine 
expedition of 187, which tried to 
enter the territory, and if it had not 
been that Gen. Paine lost his nerve at the 
last moment we would have gotten in, and it 
would have been a very difficult matter to 
have driven us out. Few not of that party 
ever Anew how near there came to 
being a bloody battle on the 0»bor- 
ders of Oklahoma. It was during Oc- 
tober, 1879, that Paine moved forward. 
We * a splendid oufit anda very large 
party, "numbering considerably over 2,000. 
Our men bad made alt their preparations to 
spend the winter on the ground they intended 
occupying, and bad an ample store 
ot provisions. There were more 
than sixty wagons, and over one thousand 
horses. Paine was an old soldier, as were 
many of those with him,and bad us organized 
into regular companies, infantry and cavairy, 
all well armed and equipped. We moved to- 
ward Oklahoma from the north, and on 
nearing the line found that there was 
nothing to oppose our entrance but two troops 
of cavairy, numbering a little over one hun- 
dred men. As it chanced, they were com- 
manded by a young lieutenant, a hot-headed, 
pugnacious fellow, whose name I have for- 
gotten, who was literally spoiling for a fight. 
A CRITICAL SITUATION. 

He rode over to our Camp as soon as it was 
pitched, and told us to move off the 
first thing in the morning. Paine re- 
plied that we would see about it. We 
were not on Oxlahoma ground, and the officer 
dad no right to interfere with us. That night 
there was a council of war in Paine’s tent. 
Capt. Webster, who was acting as second in 
command, laid out a plan which received the 
approval of the majority. It was to give the 
officer when he come next day an indefinite 
and insolent answer. Thief we thougbt 
would provoke nim into using force 
before we had attempted to enter the 
disputed territory, and avoid the only thing 
that we feared, an attack made by us on the 
United States forces. We had plenty of men 
to handle the cavalry easily, and it they could 
be induced to attack us without shadow of 
right, our cause would have been won, as a 
general storm of indignation would have 
swept over the Western States at the attack 
of the military upon citizens, and no further 
effort wonld have been made to keep us out. 

Paine agreed to the plan, although rather 
unwillingly and we separated at a late hour, 
determined upon our line of action. But 
greatly to our surprise, shortly after day- 
break the order to move was given, and the 
party marched along paralied to the Okla- 
homaline. There was great indigation ex- 
pressed, but Paine made the excuse that he 
wished to wait for some recruits from Arkan- 
sas, Who were near at hand, when the orig- 
inal pian would be carried out. 

THE BOOMERS OUTGENERALED. 

This delay proved fatal, for on that day the 
young lieutenant was replaced by an old 
colonel, who knew just what. his rights were, 
and had no idea of exceeding them. His name 
was Carpenter, and he is now the son-in-law 
of James G. Blaine. Our reinforcements ar- 
rived all right, but an officer rode over from 
the military camp to withdraw the order 
given the day before and to warn 
us that we ust not 
line, as orders forbidaing it had been re- 
ceived from Washington. This at once 
changed the entire situation. We were not to 
be the attacked, but must become the ag- 
gressors. There wasa 11 that 
night in camp, and Paine was deposed, Web- 
ster being chosen in his place. Early in the 
morning Carpenter himself o into our 
camp and asked to see Paine. He 
was shown his tent, and 
asked if he were in command. 
Paine was sitting on a oracker- box and re- 
plied: They have chosen another com- 
mander; there he le, pointing to Webster. 
The officer told ebster that no attempt

that we could de placed in the 
attitude of being on the defensive. But this 
proved abortive. Carpenter made part of his 
men stack their carbines, and drew them up 
in close order across the road, so that if our 
men advanced they would have to break 
through tne line. The rest of the cavalry 
were in order of battle, ready to fall on 
our flanks if we attacked their comrades, 
When Webster saw bow matters were man- 
aged he gave up all hope, halted his men and 
wentintocamp. This was the end of the mat- 
ter, as next morning our party broke up, 
everyone going home on his own account. 
Hut if Paine had remained in camp and given 
an insulting answer to the Lieutenant, a fight 
in which we would have been in the right 
would have taken place, and Oklahoma would 
have been settled nearly ten years ago. The 
cool conduct of Carpenter and Paine’s hesita- 
tion spoiled the best chance there ever was to 
occupy the territory.

1 HE St. Louis Light 

Cavalry Company 

went out of existence 

last night. Atter a career 

of eleven years, marked 

by many upe and downs, 

the members decided 

that it was no longer 

‘possible to keep the 

body together and that 

the best thing to do was 

to go to pieces gracefully, leaving everything 

in proper shape, all debts paid and onlya 
clear, clean record behind it. 

Last night a fairly good attendance was had 
at the company headquarters at the Armory 
on Seventeenth and Pine streets. The entire 
matter was discussed at length and the only 
possible conclusion arrived atand the com- 
pany disbanded. A resolution as follows was 
adopted bythe members and willbe acted 
upon: 

Resolved, That the Executive Board be in- 
structed to collect all sums due the company; 
to pay all its debts; to dispose ofits property 
according to their best judgment; to obtain 
the discharge of the company from further 
service under the military laws of the State, 
andto wind upits affairs—it being under- 
stood that all donations to the company now 
In its pussession be restored to the original 
donors when practicable.

An assessment was put upon the horses in 
possession of the company which will enable 
any members who may wish to do so to pur- 
chase horses at a very cheap price; all those 
not sold to members will be sold at private 
sale. It ie expected that when eévery- 
thing is cleared up and all bills paid the com- 
pany will be about $500 ahead. 

THE HISTORY. 

The cavairy company has a histo 
it seplete with incidents an events 
which would require pages to relate. 
It was organized in July, 1878, just after the 
big strikes here when everything military was 
the rage. C. Jeff Clark was the first captain 
and organizer. Hardiy had the subject been 
broached when seventy-five of the leading 
young men of St. Louis flocked to the stand- 
ard of Capt. Clark. Everything about 
the company was swell in the extreme. 
Nearly all of the members owned 
fine borses and the thing was done up in the 
most complete manner imaginable. 

The cavalry company was the center of 80. 
ciety. Miss Adele Morrison was elected 
Brevet Captain and regarded as such until 
her marriage. The members donated much of 
their time, money and energy to entertain- 
ments of all kinds. Balls, hops and excursions 
were freely indulged in, 

All ot the military sports were carried out 
and practiced. Tournaments and full-dress 
drills, sham battles and encampments were 
of frequent occurrence. In the old Armory 
on Nineteenth and Pine streets a large arena 
was fitted up and every day from one to a 
dozen members could be found dashing 
around the ring at dreak- neck speed, 

with his saber at the 

heads stuck up around 

the track. Saber drilis and fencing were prac- 

ticed by nearly all of the members and some 
became quite expert at the art. 

At Fair time exhibitions of military skill 
were Eo. which were largely attended 
by the best people of the city. 

In August, 1880, the old Armory on Nins. 
teenth and Pine streets was destroyed 
by. fire and the company sustained 
a bh€avy loss; all their banners, flags and em- 
bleme, many of them embroidered by the 
young ladies of St. Louis, were destroyed; all 
of the equipments were lost. 

REORGANIZATION. 

Shortly after the fire Capt. R. B. Wade was 
elected and the company whicn had been re- 
organized as Troop A, N. G. M., went to work 
with a will to collect enough money to bulid 
itself an Armory for its own use. 

The lot where the present Armory stands 
was selected for the site and the plans made 
for a very complete two-story building. Eight 
thousand dollars was raised in a very short 
time and work commenced when the project 
of building Armory to serve for 
the whole militia of the city was 
brought forward. The cavalry company went 
into the plan with its $8,000 and the existing 
Armory was put up. When Capt. Wade re- 
signed the captaincy on account of ul health 

eut. Abadie was in command for some 

me. The captaincy was offered him by the 
members, but be deciined. Then Capt. R. L. 
Henry was elected, with the hope that his 
influence would bring into the membership 
of the company the mounted commanderies. 

After the company was well established in 
its new headquarters in the new ory it 
went to work with the old-time vigor, and 
for several yeara was inavery flourish 
condition.
